Concerning his presidency at 
CSUS, Lynard says of many 
issues such as the Day Care 
Center, EOP, athletics, and

are being spent, how things are 
being coordinated.’ 


Funding, Khan holds, should 
be relegated according to 
individual merit. 

Advocating that there be a 
more direct line of 
communication between 
individual students and groups 
on campus, Khan plans to make 
himself available for 
consultation and meetings. Not 
knowing how practical it might 
be, the President-elect would

A $2,240 allocation to the 
Feminist Music Festival -- which 
already happened -- will be up 
for approval and_ seriously 
questioned at today’s Board of 
Fiscal Matters meeting. 

The Fine Arts Board dipped 
deep into their reserve funds to 
provide the allocation, after 
voting to cut into the $6,000 
which had been set aside earlier 
as a Minimum reserve. 


Members of the music and 


drama departments have 
complained about the large 
outlay. Their departments, 


through income from plays and 
recitals, have built up the reserve 
over the years 

“Our position is that those 
funds should be reserved for 
those groups which participate 
in the Fine Arts Board,” said 
Herbert Kline of Theatre Arts,” 
and whose excess funds become 
part of the Fine Arts Reserve 
Fund -— and not by groups who 
do not.”

Forty Cents An Acre

The Native American Indian 
Alliance kicked off their cultural 
programs last Thursday 
with a colorful display of Native 
American dances and two 
speakers who spoke on the 
situation of Native 
Americans 

Ron Hodge , attorney for the 
California Indian Legal Services, 
who is involved in a number of 
court cases with Native 
Americans spoke on those cases 
and have a brief history of 
California Native Americans 

In the beginning he said there 
were 70 million acres of land 
that rightly belonged to the 
California Indians. Today, there 
is only 50,000 acres remaining 

Hodge pointed to the gold 
rush era where 50 million acres 
of land was taken illegally 
without any compensation or 
any kind of ratification of 
treaty. He said that today the 
Indians are demanding their 
rights but instead of giving the 
land back to the Indians, the 
government is “giv each

California Indian 40 cents an 
acre retribution.” 

The goals of the 
Americans, stated Hodge, is to 
gain a land base and sovereignty 


by developing a cultural

California Indians living on 


reservations are not taxed. This 
would make it easier to develop 
our own Indian business offering 
lower prices 

Attorney Fred Wright, 
defender of the Indians arrested 
on assault charges stemming 
from the Pitt River tribe 
occupation of the Four Corner 
area in Shasta County, spoke on 
the trial that ended in their 
release jast March 

In October of 1970, the Pitt 
River Tribe occupied the Four 
Corner area and immediately 
after, 100 armed sheriffs and 
federal “by force and 
violence removed the Indians.” 
Wright stated that eight Pitt 
River Indians were arrested on 
assault charges. He said that 
throughout the trial the issue

was not the land they occupied 
but the charges of assault to 
federal officers. “They should 
have removed the Indians by 
lagal and judicial means, but this 
would have led to the problem 
of the junsdiction of the land, 
they chose to

The release of the eight Pitt 
River Indians was obtained on 
the grounds that the federal 
officers were not acting in their 
“official capacity’’ when they 
removed the tribe. Assaulting a 
federal officer is a felony in this 
state and in order to prosecute 
there has to be 1!) federal 
officers involved, 2) actual 
assault present, 3) an officer has 
to be acting in his official 
capacity. On this last charge 
Wright said they were acquited 

The jury was convinced that 
there was no violation of law 
and that the Pitt River Indians 
were peaceful in occupying a 
public land. The jury stated the 
federal officers were not acting 
in their “official capacity” to 
remove the Indians

Mr. Rupert Casto, a short 
stocky man with a fighting 
spirit, said that only Native 


Americans have treaties with the 
United States and that America 
recognizes their sovereignty, yet 
this relationship has been 
violated in every possible way 

Casto spoke Friday morning 
in the Psychology building as 
part of the Native American 
cultural activities. He is affiliated 


with the Indian Historical 
Society 
He said that “the United 


States has systematically robbed 
and raped our natural resources 


and now water, our most 
valuable asset.”. Mr. Casto was 
referring to special and prior 
rights that Indians have over 
water 

He explained that many 
people think that the 


government put the people on 
reservations. It was actually the 
Indians that retained the land 


On March 8, 1972, Women’s 
Caucus filed a complaint with 
the Dept. of Health, Education, 
and Welfare (HEW) charging 
Sacramento State College with 
sex discrimination against 
women students, faculty, staff 
and administration.

He talked about the many 
legislative bills concerning Indian 
rights, treaties, and lands.

However, 
one bill, AB 1793, passed both 
the House and the Senate, and 
would have given the Indians 
100 million dollars. However, 
President Roosevelt vetoed the 
bill and justifed that veto by 
saying they would “not be able 
to handle it.” 

He also mentioned the fact 
that in the late 1880's the U.S 
reduced the population of the 
Native American from 200,000 
to 17,000
